The re-election of President Ronald Reagan 
cloud over the heads of many members rear the b+ peed com. 
munity, particularly those committed to liberal 
Policies 

Those policies, born under President Franklin D; Rioobe- 
velt, suffered the final throes of death, Tuesday, under an 
avalanche of votes reaffirming support for the policies of 
the Reagan Administration. 

* The adage that “Every cloud hasa silver lining” requires. 
that.thoughtful Blacks concede the of reviving 
the two party system in our communities and work to make 
it a reality. 

Blacks must also realize that conservatism has 
the liberalism that has been the benchmark of mainline 
Democratic policies. Things and times have changed but 
Blacks have seemingly remained the same. 

There is a growing body of Americans who believe that 
the change is incomplete. 

The swing to conservative policies does not 
the full swing of the political pendulum but Blacks have 
politically isolated themselves and are not part of the 
process. 

We continue to remain staunchly Democratic and left out 
while we should be joining other Americans who believe 
that the role of government must further change. 

While the President has cut federal regulation, the basic 
mechanism for regulation, the government itself, must be 
cut. A new philosophy is emerging based on the rights of 
individuals to live their lives and use their property as they 
see fit as long as the equal rights of others to do the same is 
respected. 

This contradicts both liberal and conservative policies 
which differ only in choosing which areas of our lives would 
be restricted. 

+ The history of the New Deal shows liberals to be social 
planners who believe the government should do for people 
what people could and should do for themselves. 

The current crop of conservative electronic preachers 
have démonstrated they want government to meddle in the 
private lives of individuals and the foreign policies of other 
countries. 

Both also believe in the redistribution of income the dif- 
ference being liberals would tax success and the conserva- 
tives would sock it to the poor. 

_ In this changing political scenario, Blacks must change 
too, or be shutout, like much of our political leadership.

The community's outcry and shock at the second convic- 
tion of teenager Tracy Wright for allegedly hurling a chuck 
of concrete off the Miller Avenue overpass June 3 that 
ultimately caused the death of motorcyclist David Price

Wright, convicted once for the alleged crime, was 

ranted a new trial after a Dublin woman, Mary Durbee, 
came forth and said she had seen Wright and some of his 
tiends at the Greater Columbus Arts Festival, downtown at 
the riverfront, the same time he was supposed to be on the 
Miller Avenue overpass. 

Durbee's testimony backed-up an ex-teacher of Wright's 
testimony, that he too had seen Wright at the arts festival. 

How then, the public has asked, could Wright have been 
found guilty again when a white woman who had nothing to 
gain came forth to assist the Black youth?

What's wrong with that bit of 
conventional wisdom is that It 
overlooks the fact that the 
Black problem in America‘is 
Reagan's problem. Moreover, 
he Is trapped by the success of 
his economic recovery and the 
historical challénge of his 
vision. E 

The fact that Blacks gener- 
ally have not benefited from 
the recovery is clearly evident. 
Nearly 36 percent of all Blacks 
llved in poverty last year (1.3

since the recordkeeping 
started in 1966. 

Black middle-class families, 
according to the report by a; 
non-profit public policy group, 
like Blacks in poverty, now 
have a lower, standard of living 
than they had in 1980. Black 
family incomes fell 5.3 percent. 
Nearly half of all Black children 
now live in poverty. 

Help will not be forthcoming 
from the fact that the majority 
of Blacks voted for Walter 
Mondale, nor from Atlanta 
Mayor Andrew Young's asser- 
tlon that Blacks who voted for 
Ronald Reagan are “cold- 
blooded Black milllonaires 
who are probably going to 
hell," nor from Black Repubil- 
cans who say that these statis- 
tics will go away if only enough 
Blacks will play the two-party 
game and join the GOP. 

Instead, it will come from 
Ronald Reagan's political real- 
ity, the reality that he cannot 
preserve peace and prosperity 
for 90 percent of the popula- 

ed 10 percent 
or 30 million are left out. This 


reality will be fueled by Rea- 
gan’s own need for a place in 
history as a president who was 
fair and could fulfill the prom- 
ise of his vision. 

But be mindful, Reagan's 
philosophy prohibits quotas or 
“make-work” jobs programs or~ 
social programs that can be 
perceived as “reverse discrim- 
ination.” George Gilder, author 
of Wealth and Power and a 
guru of “supply-side” eco- 
nomic theory, knows the new 
language and the new logic 
necessary to help Reagan 
solve his problem of Black 
poverty. And Gilder believes 


that racism creates an eco- 
nomic paralysis of caste which 
John Kennedy's civil rights bill 
relaxed somewhat in the 60s. 

To continue his economic 
achievement, Gilder warned in 
The Wi Post, “Rea- 
gan must remember .., to 
inspire the Black poor with a 
new sense of participation in 
the U.S. economy...” 

Thinking out loud for Rea- 
gan, Gilder reminds us that 
President Kennedy ignited a 
short-lived economic boom, 
subsequently sabotaged by 
surtaxes for the Vietnam War 
and venture capital-gains tax 
hikes, ironically introduced by 
his brother Seri. Edward 
Kennedy, that dried up venture 
capital. Moreover, "the Reagan 
presidency is at last on the 
verge of consumating the 
promise of the’ Kennedy 
“years.” : 


Why Reagan will have to help Blacks 


Reagan's supply-side revi- 
val, Gilder says, is similar to 
Kennedy's and is led by high 
technology investment. Furth- 
ermore, he concludes that this 
economic health, alohg ‘with 
revenues that can be reaped 
from tax shetters and a simpler 
tax code, “will reduce the 
deficit steadily through a 
second term — If the tax rates 
are cut again.” 

itis precisely because of this 
optimistic model that the lin- 
gering Black economic 
depression embarrasses the

persuasively rebuts the 
that poverty Is increas- 
ing at a time of surging 
income,” Gilder says, “it can- 
not dismiss the clear testimony 
of a continuing tragedy in the 
midst of even our most fiour- 
ishing cities.” The job benefits 
that have been created have 
“mostly missed the single- 
parent households of the 
ghetto...” And this is further 
exacerbated by an 80 percent 
iNigitimacy rate in inner cities. 
Gilder summarizes it all as 
“not aracial problem. itis acri- 
sis of the welfare state.” And 
although Reagan did not 
create it, “its solution has 
become a central test of his 
conservative approach to 
social issues," he concludes. 
To do this, “Reagan in his 
second term must confront the 
crisis of the urban family.” The 
author who describes a suc- 
cessful capitalism in terms of 


faith — in man, the future, the 
mutual benefits of trade and 
the providence of God -- adds 
that the re-elected Reagan 
“ean leave a legacy to his fol- 
lowers (and party) greater and 
more enduring than Ken-

An organized redis- 
tribution of the $187 billion 
economic buying power of 
Blacks with one another would 
create @ runaway expansion, 
new Black business and jobs 
and keep families together. 

This consumer-ied growth 
would also enlarge the 
reveriues of both the public 
and private sectors and there- 
fore stimulate the national 
economy while freeing Blacks 

fromadisproportionate 
dependency on the Federal 
government. It is also a plan 
that fits into the supply-side 
model of the next four years 
and Reagan's vision of eco- 
nomic growth and progress.

_ When the chips were down, 
51 Republicans and two 
Democratic senators voted to 
kill the measure. The four 
Republicans voting to save it 
were Lowell P. Weicker, Jr., of 
Connecticut, Arlen Specter of 
Pennsylvania, Charles H. Per- 
cey of Illinois and William S. 
Cohen of Maine. The two 
Democrats who voted to kill it 
were J. James Exon and 
Edward Zorinsky, both of 
Nebraska. President Reagan 
remained silent at the crucial 
hour. 

Playing the commendable 
roles of David v. Goliath in 
leading the fight for passage of 
the measure were Senators 
Edward Kennedy (D-Mass.) 
and Bob Packwood (R-Ore.). 

The measure is needed to 
correct a misinterpretation of 
the will of earlier Congresses 
by the United States Supreme 
Court, It ruled last February in 
the Grove City College case
